offices of the Intelligence Unit 
under special agents in charge 
and the four offices of regional 
counsel. The latter offices con- 
stitute the field representatives of 
¢he bureau’s chief counsel and are 
responsible for review of fraud 
vrosecution recommendations 
made by the special agents. 

The office of Charles Oliphant, 
chief counsel of the bureau, and 
those: of the assistant commis- 
sioners who pass on cases also 
will be studied. 

‘Special Emphasis.’ 

“The committee will place a 
¢pecial emphasis on the question 
of improper influences in reach- 
ing decisions not to prosecute 
cases in which fraud investiga- 
tions have been made,” King said. 

“There are a number of grounds 
on which it may be decided not to 
seek a criminal indictment. Some 
of these grounds, such as ill 
Yealth of the taxpayer, and volun- 
tary disclosure of his fraud, ap- 
pear to lend theriselves; to easy 
-buse, and they will receive close 
scrutiny. Some of the grounds for 
non-prosecution appear to be of 
doubtful validity and the commit- 
tee will develop this aspect thor- 
oughly.” 

Fixing of Cases Reported. 


In an interview with the Post- 
Dispatch last March 12, Robert L. 
Sharp, former St. Louis intelli- 
gencé unit agent for the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, charged that fix- 
ing of income tax cases by po- 
litically-powerful lawyers, work- 
ing closely with acquiescent pub- 
lic officials, has become so preva- 
lent that in a single year 63 per 
cent of the cases approved for 
prosecution by intelligence units 
throughout the country’ were 
killed by regional counsels of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau or by 
the Justice Department. 

Meanwhile, Lipe Henslee, in- 
ternal revenue collector in Ten- 
nessee, resigned last night. He 
had been under suspension at his 
own request. Henslee said he was 
resigning because of ill health. 

Denies Columnist’s Charges. 


Henslee, collector since 1939, 
asked to be suspended last week 
after columnist Drew Pearson pre- 
dicted Henslee soon would be 
drawn into the inquiry into irreg- 
ularities in the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. Pearson said Henslee 
operated slot machines at a club 
he owns and “is under investiga- 
tion in connection with narcotics.” 
Henslee denied most of Pearson’s 
charges.

The appellate court affirmed a 
decision of the United States Tax 
Court which held the company 
liable for a deficiency tax assess- 
ment of $340,570 on its 1943 
excess profits tax. 

Century Electric had_ sold its 
foundry to the Liberty (Mo.) 
school for $150,000, taking back 
a lease for 95 years on which the 
rentals would restore to the school 
its $150,000 plus interest at 5 per 
cent in less than 10 years. Cen- 
tury contended the true value of 
the property was $381,710 greater 
than the sum received and it 
claimed a tax loss based on this 
difference. 

Like the tax court, the court 
of appeals held that the company 
occupied the same status as to 
use of the foundry after the sale 
as before and, therefore, had suf- 
fered no deductible loss. 

The court also affirmed a sec- 
ond ruling of the tax court which 
had held that the company must 
take depreciation on its leasehold 
over the full 95-year period of the 
lease. The company had sought 
to depreciate the improvements 
on the property over the useful 
life of the improvements, a con- 
siderably shorter period of time. 
The court ruled that Century’s 
capital investment was in the 
leasehold and not in the constitu- 
ent property.

MISSOURI HOUSE REJECTS — 
SENATE TRUCK FEE BOOST 


Measure Was Substitute for One Passed Last 
June — Advocates, Opponents Favor 
Sending Bill to Conference.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 31— 
The House rejected today a Sen- 
ate-approved bill proposing a 
$7,300,000-a-year increase in truck 
and bus license fees to provide 
additional funds to help finance 


a $557,500,000, 10-year state high- 
way expansion and improvement 
program. , 


By a vote of 96 to 1, the House 
refused to concur in the Senate 
substitute for a truck fee increase 
measure passed by the House last 
June, and asked the Senate to 
recede from its position on the 
legislation. 


The action was the first parlia- 
mentary step necessary to throw 
the controversial legislation into a 
conference committee for settle- 
ment of differences between the 
two Houses. The Senate is ex- 
pected to refuse to recede, open- 
ing the way for appointment of 
the joint Conference Committee. 


Auto License Reduction, 


Supporters and opponents of 
the Senate measure favored send- 
ing the bill to conference. The 
proponents object to a proposed 
10 to 20 per cent reduction in 
automobile licenses, which will 
cost the state road program an 
estimated $1,300,000 a year. 


The opponents, including the 
Missouri Bus and Truck Associa- 
tion, hoped the bill would be sent 
to conference so there would be 
a reduction in the proposed new 
high truck fee schedule. 


Many House members also are 
objecting to a provision under 
which the licenses paid by farm 
trucks would be _ substantially 
raised, if the vehicles are oper- 
ated more than 30 miles from the 
owners’ farms. 


P.S.C. Regulatory Bill. 


Meanwhile, the Senate passed 
today a companion measure re- 
vising the Public Service Com- 
mission’s regulatory powers over 
truckers operating as common 
carriers and contract haulers. The 
vote was 23 to 1h. The bill, pre- 
viously passed by the House, re- 
turns to that. body for concur- 
rence in Senate amendments. 


An attempt to repeal Missouri's 
truck fee reciprocity law, so that 
out-of-state commercial carriers 
would be required to pay a permit 
fee for use of Missouri highways, 
failed yesterday in the Senate 
during consideration of the regu- 
latory measure. 


An amendment by Senator Da- 
vid A. Hess of St. Louis to out- 
law Missouri’s reciprocity agree- 
ments with 24 states lost when 
Lt. Gov. James T. Blair Jr., the 
Senate’s presiding officer, sus- 
tained a technical objection to

could, not be offered to the bill 
under consideration. 

Under these reciprocal agree- 
ments, trucks from 24 states are 
allowed to use Missouri roads free 
while Missouri trucks are per- 
mitted to enter these states with- 
out payment of license plate or 
permit charges. The voiding of 
the agreement would mean that 
out-of-state trucks would have to 
pay Missouri fees, and Missouri 
trucks would have to be licensed 
in the states in which they oper- 
ate. 

Hess charged that “big boxcar 
trucks from other states are tear- 
ing up our highways, and they. 
are not paying a single dollar 
for the privilege.” 

He told the Senate that elimi- 
nation of reciprocity would raise 
“huge sums” for construction 
and maintenance of Missouri 
roads, and do away with the 
necessity for increasing the state 


gasoline tax from 2 to 3 cents a ' 
gallon, as proposed in a House- | 


approved bill 
action. 


Objection to Amendment. 

The St. Louis Senator offered 
his amendment to a bill revising 
the Public Service Commission’s 
regulatory powers over -truckers 
operating as common carriers and 
contract haulers. Senator Floyd 
R. Gibson of Independence ob- 
jected, contending the Hess 
amendment affected a section of 
the statutes not touched by the 
pending measure. 

Despite repeated statements by 
Hess that his amendment was ger- 
mane, Lt. Gov. Blair sustained 
the point of order and ruled that 
the amendment would violate the 
constitutional prohibition against 
a bill dealing with more than one 
subject. 

Earlier, the Senate defeated an 
amendment by Democratic floor 
leader Richard J. Chamier of 
Moberly proposing to increase the 
PSC permit fees paid by common 
carriers from a flat $25 a year 
to a range of $50 to $200, de- 
pending on the gross weight of 
the vehicle and its maximum load. 
The permit fees for contract haul- 
ers would have been from $25 
to $100 a year. 


Fee Differential Proposal. 

Chamier pointed out that un- 
der the truck fee bill passed by 
the Senate last week these car- 
riers, private and farm trucks 
would be required to pay the same 
license plate fees, ranging up to 
a maximum of $600 a year. He 
contended there should be a fee 
differential between trucks op- 
erated daily and those that make 
only occasional use of the high- 
ways.

ENGINEER TELLS. 
OF COATES FARM 
FLOOD DAMAGE 


Testifies at Trial That 


Much of Inundation 
Was Caused by Nar- 


rowing the Missouri. 


Testimony was resumed today 
in the suit by Gordon R. Coates 
of St. Louis against the Govern- 
ment for $179,540 damages al- 
legedly caused at his 400-acre 
farm near Matson, Mo., by flood- 
ing of the Missouri river. 

Charles Lewald, hydraulic en- 


gineer and a member of the 
Washington University faculty, 
testified yesterday in behalf of 
Coates. Lewald said that in five 
years since 1938 there have been 
floods in the Matson area which 
were due entirely to narrowing 
of the river by the United States 
Engineers Corps. 

Floods in those years lasted 28 
days, he said, and the longest 
one, 11 days. It was in 1950. 
Other years in which there would 
have been no flooding had the 
river remained at its width- in 
1929, Lewald said, were 1938, 
1939, 1941 and 1949. 

In the period from 1935 to 1951, 
he said, flooding in the area of 
the farm totaled 323 days, when 
it would have been only 89 days 
had the 1929 conditions been 
maintained. In addition, he said, 
the more rapid flow of the water 
because of the narrower river has 
brought with it large amounts of 
sand. 

Coates contends in his suit that 
the value of his farm has been 
destroyed by the deposit of be- 
tween five and eight feet of sand 
on the 90 acres of bottom land. 
He operated it as a stock farm, 
he said, and with the sand on the 
bottom land he is unable to grow 
feed to supplement grazing areas 
lying out of the bottoms. The 
only value of the farm, he con- 
tends, is as a balanced stock-rais- 
ing operation and this is now ime 
Possible. Several farmers testi- 
fied as to land values and the 
need for balanced farm operation. 

The suit is being heard by Wil- 
son Cowen of Washingtcn, a com- 
missioner of the United States 
Court of Claims. Floyd E. France, 
an attorney for the lands divi- 
sion of the Department of Jus- 
tice, and Andrew Murphy, an as- 
sistant attorney general, are rep- 
resenting the Government. 
Coates’s attorney is Sherman Lan- 
dau of St. Louis.

She was born in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., the daughter of a magis- 
trate. She went to Hollywood 
via the Ziegfeld Follies and made 
her film debut in “Runaway 
Romany” in 1916. 


She has occupied her time in 
recent years with numerous phi- 
lanthropies, including the Marion 
Davies Foundation, which oper- 
ates a children’s clinic in Los 
Angeles. 


Brown, now a skipper in the 
military sea transport service, has 
been prominent on the guest lists 
of social functions in recent years 
at the Hearst-Davies mansion. 

He is a long-time friend of 
actor Arthur Lake and his wife, 
Patricia, a niece of Miss Davies. 
Brown was attached to a Marion 
Davies Clinic before the war as a 
lieutenant in the state guard. It 
was there, oddly enough, that he 
met Mrs. Tibbett, who was a driver 
for the U.S.O. They were married 
after the war and parted, she said 
today, ‘“‘the best of friends.” 


Brown was a guest of Publisher 
Hearst and Miss Davis at her 
Beverly Hills mansion shortly be- 
fore Hearst’s death there. More re- 
cently, he also had been a guest 
there after a trip into the war 
zone. 

Gates Brown, the son who 
attended the ceremony, is a mer- 
chant marine and returned last 
week from a voyage to Japan.

INQUIRY INTO FATAL CRASH 
OF VESSELS AT BUFFALO 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 31 (AP) 
—A United States Coast Guard 
board of injuiry has begun an in- 
vestigation to try to determine the 
cause of a lakes vessel collision 
Monday night that turned into the 
worst maritime disaster ever to 
happen in Buffalo harbor. 

Capt. H. C. Moore of the Cleve- 
land headquarters of Coast Guard 
District Nine arrived here last 
night to head the panel of officers 
conducting the inquiry. Moore is 
chief of staff of: the district. 
Others on the board are Capt. 
George P. Kenney of Cleveland, 
chief of merchant marine safety 
for the district, and Comdr. 
Stanley J. Rovinsky, officer-in- 
charge of the Marine Inspection 
Bureau here. 

The disaster happened when 
the barge Morania, laden with 
800,000 gallons of gasoline, was 
rammed by the Great Lakes 
freighter Penobscot. The _ tug 
Dauntless and the freighter caught 
fire when the Morania exploded 
and burst into flames. Ten sea- 
men were believed dead as a re-

‘ Medica] Society Says Re- 

_ cording of Data Should 
Be by Civil Service 
Personnel. 


Transfer of the city’s Bureau of 
Vital Statistics from the Health 
- Division to the non-civil service- 
operated Recorder of Deeds of- 
fice was opposed unanimously by 
the St. Louis Medical Society in 
a resolution last night. 

The resolution pointed out that 
the recording and analysis of vital 
Statistics data is essentially a 
medical and health activity and 
declared the work shquld be per- 
formed by personnel under civil 
service. 

A statement by Dr. J. Earl 
Smith, Health Commissioner, vigo- 
rously attacking the transfer bill 
introduced last month by State 
Representative Thomas A. Walsh 
of St. Louis and 13 other Repre- 
sentatives, was read at the society 
meeting. Dr. Smith said the meas- 
ure would be the first step toward 
weakening the city’s merit system. 

The St. Louis League of Women 
Voters joined in opposition to the 
bill by sending telegrams to 18 
St. Louis Representatives urging 
its defeat. The telegrams said the 
bill would “hinder operation and 
development of the merit sysf*m 
and create confusion and dupli- 
cation between the Health Divi- 
sion and Recorder of Deeds.” 

“Vital statistics is an important 
public health function,” the; tele- 
gram added. “Protect health of 
St. Louisans by yoting against 
this bill.” The message was 
‘signed by Mrs. J. Hardin Smith, 
league president. 

The bill, introduced at the in- 
stance of Recorder of Deeds An- 
thony J. Denny of St. Louis, was 
tentatively approved by the House 
last week, by a vote of 72 ‘to 38, 
despite a vigorous attack on it 
by Representative A. Clifford 
Jones of St. Louis county. He 
asserted the bill was nothing more 
than “an attempt to revive the 
spoils system.”

Five Red Jets in Single Mission’ 


Monmouth (Ill.) Sergeant Credited With 


Two, Damaging Another—Leads in Korea 
With Three Down, Three Hit. 


TOKYO, Oct. 31 (AP)—An Air 
Force sergeant told today how a 
B-29 shot down five Russian-made 
MIG-15 jet fighters in a single 
flight over North Korea Oct. 27. 
Three of the hits were listed as 
positive kills. 

Sgt. Merle Allen Goff, 20 years 
old, of Monmouth, Ill., came to 
Tokyo from Okinawa for a few 
days of relaxation. 

He was credited with downing 
two MIGs and damaging another 
with his twin .50 caliber machine 
guns in the Superfort’s tail on its 
twenty-seventh mission. 

Goff said his plane has de- 
stroyed six MIGs and damaged 
three since its first combat flight 
May 20. 

Goff previously had downed 
one MIG and damaged two. His 
score makes him high among B-29 
gunners. | 

“We started out Saturday like 
any other mission,” he related. 
“We were after a by-pass bridge 
at Sinanju that we had ‘xnocked 
out before. Half way through our 
bomb run the pilot spotted vapor 
trails at 11 o’clock high. 

Flak Hits Bomber. 

“IT twisted around to look up 
and also tried to keep an eye be- 
hind. About the time we dropped 
the bombs and turned right off 
the target we began getting flak. 
One piece tore a two-foot hole in 
the left wing. At the same time 
MIGs closed «in. | 

“The bombardier, Lt. Bill Ham- 
mond of Oklahoma, got one with 
the lower forward guns. Four 
more came in from the right, and 
the right gunner, Pfc. Harry Ruch 
of Pennsylvania, got one of them. 

“We were flying the lead plane 


and both our wingmen reported 


trouble with their bomb bay 
doorscouldn’t close them—so 
we slowed down to keep together. 


“Everybody was shooting. Two 
MIGs came in together across 
from 3 to 6 o’clock and I laid 
down a barrage fire ahead of them 
and figured they'd run into it. 
They did. The first one dropped 
like a brick and the second one 
went right behind him. 


“I watched them all the way 
down and they exploded when 
they hit the ground. Neither pilot 
bailed out, 

“Another MIG made a pass 
from above and.I poured it on 
him and hit him. Two others in 
the crew saw him smoking.” 

Another Positive Kill. 

Goff said the MIGs kept after 
them and the central fire con- 
trol gunner got a positive kill. 
He is Staff Sgt. Mike Martocchia 
of Brooklyn. 

“There were lots of MIGs in 
the sky and about 40 of them 
were after us,” Goff continued. 
“The F-84 had the rest of them. 
They had red noses and tails, but 
no yellow helmets like on May 31 
when I got my first one.” 

Goff joined the Air Force Dec. 
14, 1948. 

“I went down to join the Navy 
because I don’t like to wear neck- 
ties,” he said. “But the place 
was closed, so I joined the Air 
Force.” He landed in Japan May 
15. The same day he went to 
Cadena Field, Okinawa. 

Goff expects to be sent to the 
United States shortly and hopes 
his replacement will be on Oki- 
nawa when he returns there later 
this week. “I want to get mar- 
ried,” he said.

MISSOURI HOUSE. 
PASSES BILL T0 
CURB GAMBLERS 


Measure Permits Out- 
state Authorities to 


Seize Al] Gaming De- 


vices for Evidence.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 31— 
A bill to correct a serious defect 
in the Missouri criminal code, 
which enables gamblers to sup- 
press important evidence of their 
illegal operations, was passed to- 
day by the House, 86 to 2, and 
sent to the Senate. 

The measure would give police 


officials in outstate Missouri the 
same broad powers which St. 
Louis police have to seize, under 
authority of search warrants, all 
types of books, records, parapher- 
nalia and equipment used for re- 
porting, recording, communicat- 
ing and registering bets and wag- 
ers, or for selling lottery tickets. 

Under the present géneral law 
applicable to sheriffs and police 
officers outside of St. Louis city, 
the only gambling evidence that 
may be seized legally under a 
search warrant is ‘‘any gaming 
table or gambling device prohib- 
ited by law.” 

This limitation has hampered 
law enforcement officials in at- 
tempting to obtain sufficient evi- 
dence against handbook operators 
and othgr gambling  establish- 
ments in St. Louis county and 
elsewhere in the state. 

Representative Howard Elliott 
of St. Louis county, who intro- 
duced the bill along with 34 other 
Representatives, pointed out that 
the Kefauver Crime Investigating 
Committee o fthe United States 
Senate reported that many gam- 
blers are leaving areas in -which 
there have been attempts at strict 
law enforcement, and moving to 
adjacent points where less effec- 
tive police interference con be 
expected. 

Many gamblers who have 
learned of the weakness in the 
Missouri law, he said, are re- 
ported to be making moves to

12 MEN TRAPPED 
BY MINE BLAST 
3 BODIES FOUND 


Others Given Little 
Chance as Rescuers Dig 
Through Tunnel Near 
Kayford, W.Va. 


KAYFORD, W. Va., Oct. 31 
(AP)—An explosion trapped 12 
men deep in a coal mine today. 

Ten hours, later three bodies 
had been recovered and the other 
men were given little chance of 
being alive.. 

W. R. Cuthbert, chief engineer 
for the Truax-Traer Coal Co., 
said they had only a “very long 
chance.” They were three-quar- 
— of a mile back in the moun- 
ain. 

Forty rescue workers toiled 
slowly through the mine tunnel, 
littered with rock and debris. The 
air was foul and they wore oxy- 
gen equipment. 

When they still were 800 feet 
from the main explosion area, 
Cuthbert said he could not guess 
how quickly they could dig 
through. 

The explosion ripped through 
the Truax-Traer mine, United No. 
1, about 2 a.m. The entry is half 
way up a rugged hillside about 
35 miles southeast of Charleston. 
The tunnel goes straight back 
into the mountain, with little 
slope. 

The men inside were members 
of a maintenance crew, getting 
the mine ready for today’s work. 

Two hundred anxious friends 
and relatives gathered in small 
groups on the level graded space 
around the mine entrance. 

H. B. Glasscock, a bookkeeper 
at Truax-Traer headquarters here, 
said 16 men were in the mine 
at the time of the explosion but 
“four walked out.” 

The mine is near Wevaco, 12 
miles up Cabin creek from com- 
pany headquarters.

Col. A. D. Sheppard Elevated Loss Put at $500 in Olivette 
| Residence—Car Upholstery 


From Assistant’s Post to 
Succeed Gen. Harris.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 31— 
Col. A. D. Sheppard of Doniphan, 
veteran officer. of bdth World 
Wars I and II, was appointed yes- 


Smith as Adjutant General of the 
Missouri National Guard. 

Sheppard has been assistant 
adjutant general since April 1949. 
He succeeds Maj. Gen. John A. 
Harris of Columbia, who died in 
his office here Oct. 20 after a 
heart attack. 


The new head of the Missouri 
military department is 55 years 
old. He was a first lieutenant of 
infantry in World War I and 
served overseas. In World War 
II he had service in the European 
theater as executive officer of an 
infantry combat team. He was 
decorated twice in combat, receiv- 
ing the bronze star with oak leaf 
cluster. He also received the 
Army commendation ribbon and 
combat infantry badge. 

Smith said that for the present 
Sheppard would retain his present 
rank as Colonel. Under the new 
State military code the adjutant 
general holds such rank as desig- 
nated by the Governor. The sal- 
ary is $6000 a year. 

The adjutant general does not 
have a fixed term of office, but 
serves at the pleasure of the Gov- 
ernor. The appointment is subject 
to confirmation by the State Sen- 
ate. 

Col. Sheppard served in the 
State Highway Patrol for several 
years and held the rank of cap- 
tain. He was acting superinten- 
dent of the patrol for about a 
year. 

Gen. Harris also held the post 
of State Selective Service Direc- 
tor. Gov. Smith said the two posi- 
tions hereafter would be _ sep- 
arated because of the volume of 
work, and Sheppard would not 
take over the selective service 
post. 

A new director of Selective 
Service will be appointed by Presi- 
dent Truman, based on a recom- 
mendation by Smith. The Gover- 
nor said he was not ready to in- 
dicate who he would recommend. 

In the meantime, the work of 
the State Selective Service depart- 
ment will be supervised by Lt. 
Col. R. T. Finks of Jefferson City, 
now assistant State Selective Serv- 
ice Director.

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Winston Churchill knows that the 
delicate problem of labor rela- 
tions he now takes on—one of 
many problems that must be 
solved if Britain is to survive—is 
no laughing matter. The power- 
ful unions are difficult to hold in 
line. The rank and file broke 
away in one wildcat strike after 
another. Now union leaders won't 
feel bound to restrain the rank 
and file as they did during six 
and one-half years of labor rule. 
They already have prepared de- 
mands for wage increases totaling 
$560,000,000 annually. 

This demand on the part of 
5,000,000 workers is prompted by 
the rising cost of living. 


Consequences of Strikes. 


If Churchill refuses to grant | 


it, they may strike. ‘his would 
mean fewer goods coming off fac- 
tory assembly lines, fewer things 
to sell abroad so as to pay for 
food and raw materials which 
must be imported, a general wors- 
ening of the country’s economic 
plight. But if he grants wage 
rises, it will make things worse, 
too, since it would mean more 
money chasing the same skimpy 
lot of consumer goods that were 
left for heme sale after export 
demands were met. Inflation and 


rising prices would set worse in-| 


stead of better. 

In addition to inflation at home, 
Churchill has inherited another 
economic problem from Clement 
Attlee. This is a mounting deficit 
in foreign trade with both the dol- 
lar and sterling areas. Britain is 
rapidly running out of dollars 
again. The only way to halt this 
is to get production up so there 
is more to sell abroad. But the 
workers’ price of increased pro- 
duction is higher wages which in 
turn would make inflation here 
worse. 

Problem of Controls. 

The Tories have blamed state 
controls and inefficiency of the 
Socialist administration for rising 
prices. Now that Churchill is in 


ble, too—rising cost of raw ma- 
terials which Britain must import. 


Churchill undoubtedly will be- 
gin the process as soon <s possible 
of releasing the economy from 
straitjacket controls imposed by 
the Socialists. His government 
will be “pro” rather than “anti” 
business. Churchill believes pro- 
duction will go up and inflation 
will thus be curbed when controls 
are banished. 

But this won’t come about auto- 
matically under conditions that 
exist here and the younger men 
in Churchill’s party know it. They 
want to tackle the problem on 
two fronts: 

1. Give the workers some form 
incentive. 

2. Break up monopolies which 
are as guilty as labor’s feather- 
®edding in keeping production 
static. And when the steel in- 
dustry is removed from Govern- 
ment ownership in redemption of 
the Conservative campaign pledge, 
young Tories would like to have 
blocs of small shares given or of- 
fered for sale to steel workers. 
Oldtimers however are talking of 
returning the industry to its for- 
mer owners on the same old pri- 
vate monopoly line. 

Must Heed Younger Men. 


With his majority in Commons 
so small, Churchill will have to 
listen more attentively to younger 
men like David Eccles, Ernest 
Marples and John Selwyn Lloyd. 

The “new Conservatism” they 
preach will go down a lot better 
with the country as a whole than 
the reactionary ideas of oldtime 
Tories. If he gives these young 
Turks a voice in policy, Churchill 
will stay in power much longer 
and get more co-operation out of 
the country which is almost 
equally split between left and

The Self-Denouncers 

In what light does a man put himself when he 
speaks in terms of harsh disapproval, and even 
disgust, of an Administration with which he had 
associated himself in positions of high ‘trust? 

That question must have raised itself in the 
minds of many: Americans in recent months. 

Jesse Jones served in Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
administration as director and chairman of the 
board of the RFC, chairman of the executive 
committee of the Export-Import bank, adminis- 
trator of the Federal Loan Agency, and. Secre- 
tary of Commerce. 

In his book, “Fifty Billion Dollars,” just pub- 
lished, Mr. Jones speaks of the late President 
Roosevelt in terms of disapproval bordering on 
contempt. He says Roosevelt was a “ruthless to- 
tal politician” who pretended to hate war but 
was eager to get into the Second World War in 
order to insure his re-election to a third term. 
If Mr. Jones thought that, how could he make 
himself a party to the administration he believed 
to have stooped so low? Yet he did make himself 
a party to it, one of the vital centers of it. 

Gov. James F. Byrnes of South Carolina has 
Shown, since stepping down from the national 
Administration, that virtually everything Presi- 
dent Roosevelt stood for, in the domestic area 
particularly, was anathema to him. Yet he made 
himself a part of the administration he held in 
such low regard, and accepted appointment after 
appointment from President Roosevelt, as jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme Court, as 
Director of Economic Stabilization, and as Direé- 
tor of War Mobilization. He was known as the 
unofficial assistant president. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur is a third who has 
put himself in the position of vilifying his former 
superior officers. He has made plain, since Presi- 
dent Truman fired him, that he has no respect 
for the President who was his Commander in 
Chief, no confidence in the military men who 
were his superiors, and no sympathy with the 
high international policies which he was sup- 
posed to be implementing. 

Despite all this, Gen. MacArthur showed no 
sign of resigning from an association which he 
now describes with such repugnance. He main- 
tained a show of respect for his superiors and 
pretended to be the servant of national policies 
which he now denounces. 

It is strange indeed that men who possess 
critical faculties should think so uncritically 
about the picture they present of themselves. 
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No Weasel Words 


So long as I am national chairman, no 
company which I am affiliated with or in- 
terested in will ever enter the doors of a 
Government bureau or agency seeking 
favors or considerations of any type or 
character. 

These are the words of Frank E. McKinney, 
the new chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee. They constitute at once a severe in- 
dictment of the Democratic committee's past 
leadership under William M. Boyle Jr., and an 
unequivocal pledge against which Mr. McKin- 
nev’s own leadership can be measured. 

We congratulate Mr. McKinney for making 
this plain, unvarnished promise, and call it par- 
ticularly to the attention of Guy Gabrielson, 
Republican National Chairman. 
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It Still Is Intolerable 


The rebel longshoremen carrying on a wildcat 
strike that has tied up New York harbor for 17 
days have developed a semblance of a sense of 
responsibility. They have returned to work on 
all defense shipping. But despite their newly- 
signed contract. the efforts of the Federal Medi- 
ation Service and the personal plea of President 
Truman, they refuse to take any steps leading 
toward settlement of their strike. More than 100 
ships and nearly 150 docks are tied up. Thus, 
only to a minor degree have they relaxed their 
stranglehold on the nation’s foreign trade. 


Joseph P. Ryan, the lifetime head of the 
65,000-man International Longshoreman’s Asso- 
ciation, has ruled his union like a dictator. The 
rank and file have just grievance with him. The 
fact that only 15,000 members voted in the rati- 
fication of the new contract with the shippers 
may well be interpreted as support for the 
charge that Ryan rigged the election. Allega- 
tions are common that the union machinery is 
so archaic it is hard to hold an honest election. 

Whatever the election difficulties, there is no 
justification for this defiance of public welfare 
and national interest. John J. Sampson, leader 
of the rebels, would do well to put his rivalry 
with Ryan in the background, call off the strike 
and try to reassure the nation that the long- 
shoreman’s union is a responsible organization. 

The National Labor Relations Board could su- 
pervise a plebiscite on the disputed new con- 
tract. And Sampson’s charges that Ryan is not 
now the majority choice to head the union could 
be settled by an election sponsored by a neutral 
party if necessary. 

It is up to all longshoremen concerned to 


realize that a responsible union settles its inter- | 


nal disputes without endangering the nation’s 
welfare.

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UMT and the Reserves 


When Congress returns next January it might 
well use the National Security Training Com- 
mission’s recommendations on universal mili- 
tary training as a vehicle for a broad examina- 
tion both of the commission's proposals and the 
future reserve system. For in the future— 
when and if UMT becomes a reality—the re- 
serve will be our most important source of 
military manpower. . 

So long as international tensions compel the 
nation to maintain such huge peacetime forces 
as exist f{oday, UMT can be little more than a 


. plan on paper. It is to the time when the 


world is less a powder keg that UMT looks. For 
until then, the country will not be able to pro- 
vide men both for armed forces. in being and 
the National Security Training Corps. 

Under UMT, about 800,000 18-year-olds each 
year would receive six months’ training, divided 
between. basic and technical instruction in the 
NSTC. Then they would pass into the reserves 
for seven and a half years. And that is the point 
where a rub may develop. 


There are already seven or eight reserve sys- 
tems in existence, including the National Guard. 
NSTC graduates would serve their reserve time 
in one of the existing components. The experi- 
ence of the last 18 months has shown how diffi- 
cult it is to mobilize men from those groups on 
anything like a fair basis. — 

Unless Congress completes the framework for 
surrounding the entire reserve program, another 
partial mobilization such as the one now under 
way might result in an even more hit-or-miss 
method of calling men to the colors. 

Fortunately such a framework is at. hand, al- 
though still incomplete, That is the Reserve bill, 
under which the ready, stand-by and retired re- 


serves will be organized into a cohesive whole. 
It is an essential supplement to the UMT pro- 


‘posal. Without it, the reserve muddle may be- 


come far worse. 
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Mistake at Ohio State 

Ohio State University’s troubles are not con- 
fined to disappointments on the football field 
these days. Students and faculty are even more 
excited about the “gag rule” clamped on the 
school by its trustees, especially since this limi- 
tation on freedom now has the public support 
of Gov. Frank Lausche. 


The trouble started last summer after Dr. 


Harold Rugg of Columbia University made a 
speech at Ohio State. Since he is regarded by 


. some as an educational radical, the trustees 


adopted a rule that no person may be asked to 
speak on the campus without a clearance from 
the university president, Dr. Howard L. Bevis. 

The first test of this rule came when Dr. 
Bevis was asked to approve the appearance of 
Dr. Cecil E. Hinshaw of the Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation, a Quaker pacifist organization. Not only 
was permission denied, but the rule was subse- 
quently supplemented by an order that hence- 
forth no student or faculty member might pre- 
pare any kind of questionnaire without approval 
of the university president, 

This was construed as interference with free- 
dom of investigation. It led to the appointment 
of investigating committees by the Ohio State 
faculty as well as by the American Association 
of University Professors. Non-academiec people 
also joined in the protest; among them Roman 
Catholic Bishop Michael J. Ready and Methodist 
Bishop Hazen G. Werner. 

Dr. Bevis sought to quiet the protests by say- 
ing that relatively few speakers would be held 
objectionable since the rule would be applied 
only to those disloyal to the United States. 

But is it disloyal to oppose war on religious 
grounds? Or is it disloyal to advocate social and 
economic changes which do not have the appro- 
bation of all members df the community? Fur- 
ther, is education to be advanced by an enforced 
uniformity of opinion? 

Or should a school provide the widest possible 


opportunity for the discussion of controversial - 


subjects? Are not sound values strengthened by 
contrast with the unsound in what Justice 
Holmes called the free market place of ideas? 

If there is to be an enforced. American ortho- 
doxy, how can administrators claim the right to 
say what is right and what is wrong, what may 
be said and what may not be said? 

Perhaps the Ohio authorities had better give 
a second thought to their own haughty attitude, 
and put a little more confidence in the good 
judgment of their teachers and their students. 
They have less to fear from free, orderly discus- 
sion than from limitations on such discussion. 
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Green Light for a Traffic Code 


For months the Darst Administration has 
been quietly at work on the new traffic .code 
now introduced in the Board of Aldermen. The 
Mayor, his Traffic Commission and the City 
Counselor's office can be generally satisfied with 
the results. 

The code reduces 2241 long ordinances into 
brief sections. It strengthens punishment for 
major traffic offenses and simplifies handling of 
minor offenses. It provides for night police 
court meetings to make the handling of traffic 
violations more convenient for working people. 
It eliminates many outmoded traffic restrictions, 
and it lifts the absurd 15 and 20-mile-an-hour 
speed limits for trucks to 30 miles an hour. 

All of this makes sense. All of this seems obvi- 
ous. Yet even codifying the obvious required 
Jong and hard work. In the end the City Hall 
may be about as proud of this tedious but neces- 


sary job as any other it has accomplished.

Senate Obstacle No. 1 


Is lack of a limitation on debate, to prevent 
filibustering in the Senate, “the greatest ob- 
stacle to progress in civil rights” legislation? 

The chairman of the executive committee of 
B'nai B'rith’s Anti-Defamation League, Bernard 
Nath, believes that it is. “Friends and foes of 
civil rights legislation in Congress are agreed on 
one thing,” he told the League: “If civil rights 
bills could be brought to a vote they would pass 
by large majorities.” ’ 

Senator Humphrey of Minnesota said much 
the same thing last year. “For three decades.” 
he wrote, “filibusiers against the civil rights 
bills have always been effective in preventing a 
volte upon them.” 

Like another reigning evil in Congress, the 
autocratic powers of the House Rules Commit- 
tee, it is a seductive evil, unfortunately, and 
often a convenient one. “Good” members as 
well as demagogues have resorted to it. Their 
cries that the purity of their cause hallowed the 
impure instrument have rung hollowly. It is the 
old sophistry that the end justifies the means. 

Many Senators realize that the price the Sen- 
ate pays for retention of the filibuster is a sad 
impairment of its public prestige. Fewer act as 
though they realize that for the sake of the fili- 
buster the Senate forfeits some of its rightful 
powers to the executive branch. 

Presidents will be tempted to detour the Sen- 
ate whenever they can, in matters of interna- 
tional relations, as long as it cannot be relied 
upon to make up its mind in a reasonable time. 

A Senate shorn of the filibuster evil would 
not only be more democratic, it would also wield 
more authority in affairs of state. 

Does the privilege of taking unfair advantage, 
through endless talk, really compensate for the 
loss of these potentialities? We do not think it 
does. ; 
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Second-Class Mail 


We hate to see second-class postage rates go 
up. We fear that the result may be a reduction 
in the volume of miscellaneous mail which each 
day floods this office with fascinating facts. As 
for instance, from a recent day’s crop:

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Saints and Sprites, Their Night 


Ralph Linton, Yale Professor of Anthropology, in the Scientific American 


In the United States, Halloween has 
become what the sociologists term a ‘‘de- 
generate” holiday. 

As the eve of Allhallews, or Hallowmas 
or All Saints’ Day, it is one of the most 
solemn festivals of the church. While de- 
vout Catholics go to church on this eve- 
ning, for the public in general Halloween 
is a roistering holiday, a night when chil- 
dren in fantastic masquerade ring door- 
bells and demand “trick or treat,” when 
merrymakers gather to experiment in mock 
seriousness with superstitious spells and 
eerie games. 

The witch —_ her black cat is the 
presiding deity of the occasion and its 
rituals stem from practices which the 
church spent much energy and let much 
blood to exterminate. In our celebration 
of Halloween we have bypassed the Chris- 
tian world and gone back to the mystic 
davs of the Druids. 

This is clearly demonstrated by the fact 
that Halloween is celebrated by games 
and spells and rollicking masquerades 
only in Scotland and Ireland, the last 
strongholds of the Druids, and in the 
United States, where these quaint folk 
customs were imported chiefly by the 
Irish. 

In Latin America and most of Europe, 
Halloween is a solemn religious occasion 
when the faithful attend extra masses 
and say praveérs for their dead. 


The first of November on the Druidical 
calendar was the Celtic New Year's Day, 
the end of the growing season, the begin- 
ning of winter and “the light that loses, 
the night that wins.” It was also the 
festival of Samhain, Lord of the Dead. 


Rites.in Medieval Europe 


As the end of the growing season, when 
the harvest was safely stored against the 
winter, it was also a time when the Sun 
God was thanked for ripening the grain 
and strengthened for his coming battle 
with the cold. | 

Human sacrifices were offerec up also; 
the victims were usually criminals who 
had been rounded up for the occasion. 
These unfortunates were confined in cages 
of wicker and thatch made in the form of 
giants or huge animals. The cages were 
set afire by the priests and the hapless 
occupants roasted alive. This unhappy 
practice was outlawed by Roman command 
after the conquest of Britain. 

The old rites nevertheless survived in 
attenuated form. In medieval Europe there 
was a weird survival of the Druid burn- 
ings: on Halloween black cats were put 
into wicker cages and burned alive, The 
cat sacrifices were made in the conviction 
that the cats were the familiars of witches. 


Another odd survival of these ancient 
rituals is reported for Ireland at the turn 
of the century by Wood Martin in Traces 
of the Elder Faiths in Ireland. On Hal- 
loween (still called Oidhche Shamna, Vigil 
of Samhain, in some parts of Ireland) the 
rustics in the district between Ballycotton 
and Trabolgan paraded through the dis- 
trict begging in the name. of “Muck Ollila.” 


The identity of Muck Olla has evapo- 
rated in the mists of the past, but the 
name is probably a perversion of that of 
some Druid god. The procession was led 
by a man in a white robe wearing a 
horsehead mask. He was called Lair Bhan 
(White Mare). 


A Day of Commemoration 


The present custom among children of 
dressing in outlandish costumes on Hallo- 
ween and begging from house to house 
may well have its roots in the Muck Ollila 
procession of Ireland, 


All Saints’ Day was introduced into the 
church ritual because there were not 
enough days in the year to make it pos- 
sible to dedicate a special day for each 
saint of the Catholic Church. It was also 
recognized that many martyrs and other 
faithful whose lives had been worthy of 
sainthood Had never achieved canonize- 
tion. So this day commemorates saints un- 
known as well as those honored by the 
church, 


All Souls’ Day follows All Saints’ Day 
on Nov. 2. The festival is designed to com- 
memorate those who, although they have 


} 


not suffered martyrdom or achieved saint- 
hood, have died in the faith. It is dedi- 
cated particularly to those who have 
passed away during the preceding year 
and whose souls can be helped on their 
journeys through purgatory by the prayers 
of the faithful. 

In both pagan and Christian days the 
period from nightfall on Oct. 31 until 
sunset on Nov. 2 seems to have held a 
mystic and eerie significance. At this time 
the unseen world of the spirits appeared 
to be closer to the mundane sphere than 
at any other date in the calendar. 

Outside the church the belief in Hallo- 
ween as a gathering time for unsanctified 
as well as sanctified spirits seems to have 
continued with little change. 

To the ghosts originally assembled by 
the Lord of the Dead were added troops 
of goblins and fairies. This was logical 
enough, for the fairy folk had their begin- 
nings in an exceedingly ancient, even pre- 
Celtic, cult of the dead. 


The Emergence of Witchcraft 


Even more characteristic than the in- 
clusion of goblins and fairies in the Hal- 
loween customs was the association of the 
festival with witchcraft. Long after the 
church had triumphed vver organized pa- 
ganism, country people everywhere in 
Europe continued their ancient practice 
of placating local spirits and enhancing 
fertility by magical rites. 

The parish priests tolerated these doings 
even if thev did not approve of them. In 
the later Middle Ages the church began to 
take a stronger stand against such sur- 
vivals, and with the Reformation they were 
classed as heresy. 

The result was the emergence of witch- 
craft as a more or less organized cult in 
opposition to the church. Much of its ritual 
was a travesty of Christian rites, but it 
also incorporated many of the ancient 
beliefs and practices, among them the 
ancent sacred days. 

Halloween did not find a place on the 
American calendar of holidays until after 
the Gaelic people began to arrive on these 
shores. With them came the Catholic ob- 
servance of Allhallows and All Souls and 
the folklore to which still clung shreds 
of the ancient Vigil of Samhain and the 
Halloween sports of the fairy folk. 

These later colonists began the. custom 
of holding gatherings at farmhouses on the 
night of Oct. 31. Since this was the time 
when apples and nuts were ripe, these 
two delicacies were an important feature 
of such parties. Halloween was often 
called “Snap Apple Night” or “Nutcrack 
Night” in pioneer days. 

The American pumpkins were excellent 
for making jack-o’-lanterns. and carved 
pumpkin faces became traditional symbols 
of Halloween. 


Beware of the Goblins 


In Fire it is the fairies. the Sidhe (pro- 
nounced ‘“‘shee”), rather than the witches 


‘and devils, which dominate the folklore. 


Since ‘the Irish believe that the “little 
people” are corstantly hovering about the 
homes of mortals and that they are espe- 
cially active on Halloween, any mischief 
that occurs on that night can be blamed 
on them. 

This is the background for the Halloween 
vandalism which reached its heights in the 
late nineteenth century. In lusty pioneer 
communities practical jokes were one of 
the favorite diversions at any time of the 
year, and Halloween provided splendid 
opportunity for this form of amusement. 

The vandalism has abated considerably 
in this generation. However, any prudent 
person will see to it that his car is locked 
in the garage and his porch furniture 
stowed away before Halloween night. And 
he will also have a stock of apples, nuts, 


‘eandies or pennies on hand to dole out to 


the oddly dressed midgets, doubling for 
goblins, who ring his doorbell and demand 
“trick or treat.” 

Otherwise he may find the next morning 
that he has soap scrawls on his windows.

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Between Book Ends 


A Sentimentalized Garrick 


ENTER DAVID GARRICK, by Anna Bird Stewart. (J. 8. 

Lippincott.) 

When properly done, fictionalized bi- 
ography serves a useful purpose. It is 
the sugar coating which renders the dose 
palatable enough to make it endurable for 
the casual reader, who then acquires pleas- 
antly some awareness of a subject which 
would otherwise remain unknown to him. 
But if it is to achieve this useful end, as 
was said above, fictionalized biography 
must be properly done. The writer must 
be both expert and scrupulous. He must 
see to it that his subject emerges from 
his pages the same person he was in ac- 
tual life. What he is made to say and do 
must be consistent with what he actually 
said and did in real life so that the por- 
trait will be truthful, and not misleading. 


Unfortunately it can scarcely be said 
that “Enter David Garrick” meets these 
specifications. The celebrated eighteenth 
century actor should have made an exce!l- 

lent subject for a 
book of this kind. He 
was a dynamic figure 
moving against a 
backdrop of the most 
#), gorgeous of eras. He 
4 Was brilliant. versa- 
Z tile, and honorable. 
His life was colorful 
and at times dra- 
matic. Though a 
small man physical- 
lv, he was small in 
no other way. He 
was a great among 
the great. 
Miss Stewart re- 
duced him to a sugar 
plum. She apparently feels that the phrase 
with which to describe him should be “so 
sweet!” The David Garrick of her book is 
so sentimentalized that he never seems to 
be real. He is irritating because his per- 
fection is a reproach to ordinary mortals. 


One episode in his life has obviously 
caused this biographer painful embarrass- 
ment. This was his liaison with Peg Woff- 
ington. The reader feels that the writer 
would have liked nothing better than to 
forget the whole affair, but altogether too 
many people know about it. So she han- 
dles: it in the most gingerly fashion, and 
almost succeeds in disguising its real na- 
ture. Of course, the best explanation 
would have been the true one: In those 
days no one considered it reprehensible 
at all. 

One of the least successful features of 
the book is the dialogue. It fits the char- 
acters about as well as the white wigs fit 
most amateur actors today in eighteenth 
century plays—and is about as convincing. 
It abounds in mayhaps and ‘tises, but 
never comes to life. One has only to com- 
pare it with the conversations in Fielding’s 
novels and Boswell’s diary to discover how 
wrong it is—like the characters it is too 
cloyingly sweet.

Most organiza- 
tion Republicans are inclined to 
say No. Observers with some 
claim to objectivity as well as 
knowledge of politics throuchout 
the state believe that he definite- 
ly has slipped. 

There are several reasons for 
his continuing support. One is the 
fact that a great many people 
have come to believe that Com- 
munism in government is a 
threat and that McCarthy has 
been working effectively to re- 
move it.

EX-SENATOR WILLIAMS 
OF CASSVILLE DIES 


Former G.O.P. Legislator 
Succumbs Following 
Heart Attack. 


* CASSVILLE, Mo., Oct, 31 (AP) 
— Former State Senator H. R. 
Williams died at his home here 
yesterday afternoon following a 
heart attack. He was 63 years old. 

A Republican, he first was 


1942. He did not seek re-election 
in 1950 because of heart trouble. 


Senator Williams was accom- 
panying a class of high school 
students on a tour of his farm 
when stricken yesterday. 

A colorful legislator, fre- 
quently he regaled other mem- 
bers with stories of his prowess 
as a “squirrel-turner”—the Ozark- 
ian who chased around on the 
other side of the tree to coax a 
squirrel into showing himself to 
the man with the gun. 

He was a constant advocate of 
government economy, He had no 
patience when it came to social 
workers or the type he called “do 
gooders.” He got right down to 
blistering words, though, when 
he started in on the Communists. 
In 1949 he introduced a bill to 
require all public employes, in- 
cluding teachers, to take anti- 
Communist oaths. The bill was 
not passed, but before it gave up 
the ghost he had a wonderful 
time lambasting the Reds. 

He had strong faith in the 
American way. In a public letter 
to his constituents just before he 
'quit as a Senator, he said: ‘‘Please 
‘let me remind you that you have 
‘the most wonderful heritage of 
/any people on earth, religious 
and political freedom.” 

He is survived by his wife; two 
sons, Stanley Williams of Fort 
Worth, Tex., and H. R. Williams 
Jr.. Lamar, Mo.; a daughter, Mrs. 
Dale Rowland, Aurora, Mo., and 
‘nine grandchildren. 

Funeral arrangements have not 
been completed.

Fireball Reaction. 


To observers on Mount Charles- 
ton, 50 miles away, the bomb ap- 
peared to have a fireball reaction, 
even though the total illumination 
lasted only four seconds. Two 
sound waves were heard a second 
apart and the fiery red heart of 
the explosion rose and burst 
again. 

This phenomenon, which points 
to design improvements in the 
basic A-bomb which leveled Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki, has no exact 
counterpart in the AEC’s own 


manual of atomic explosions. 
Veteran atomic observers said 
the cloud, which soared at least 


30,000 feet, provided a spectacle 


rivaled only by the 1946 Bikini 
underwater tests, in which a 
great base column of water rose 
hundreds of feet and merged 
with the nuclear cloud. There 
was some surprise indicated over 
yesterday's ice-cap formation. 


The sight was undoubtedly an 
impressive one for the nearly 
2000 military observers. 


The fourth explosion, sched- 
uled for tomorrow, is expected to 
launch Operation Desert Rock, 
which combines Army maneuvers 
with a nuclear detonation. 

Lt. Gen. Joseph M. Swing, 
Sixth Army commandant, ar- 
rived from San Francisco to be 
on hand for the Desert Rock ma- 
neuvers, in which 1000 G.Ls will 
take positions about seven miles 
from the spot where nuclear 
weapons will be tested for the 
first time in support of troops. 

Artillery-type shells, guided 
missiles with atomic warheads, 
and even atomic land mines have 
entered into the speculation of 
weapons to be employed.

no other hunter is in the line of 
fire. 

Many Favor Still Hunting. 

Still hunting from a stand on 
a deer crossing is favored by 
many hunters. Success, or lack 
of it, depends on the ability of 
the hunter to remain entirely im- 
mobile for long periods of time. 
Deer have an acute sense of smell 
and an even more highly de- 
veloped sense of sight and hear- 
ing. Any slight movement on the 
part of the gunner will cause the 
game to instantly “freeze” and re- 
main standing without movement 
for long periods and, if they be- 
lieve the danger persists, they 
will silently slink away, unseen 
by the hunter. If the still hunter 
barges through the woods, rat- 
tling leaves and breaking sticks 
underfoot, the whitetails will 
bounce out of the cover far in 
advance of their pursuer and it 
is seldom that a single, sane shot 
can be had as they take off for 
parts unknown. 

In the Ozark hills every old 
regal monarch that carries a mag- 
nified spread of antlers is usually 
known by a name. For years he 
has roamed a certain territory 
and has consistantly outwitted his 
pursuers. He has been the objec- 
tive of many a hunt and has

Salmon 
coming up from the sea to spawn 
liked that place of fast, shallow 
water. 

In the old days, Bangor was a 
two-fisted settlement of lumber- 
jacks and these who hired them 
to harvest the great white pines 
that grew in the north. Saw 
mills whined day and night. and 
ships from all parts of the world 
were jammed into this part of the 
river. Bangor was then the larg- 
est lumber port in the world. 
But people were too busy cut- 
ting, sawing, and shipping pine 
lumber to go fishing. The Penob- 
scot was to them just a highway 
of water to carry logs from forest 
mill. 

Little did they realize that the 
day would come when that short 
stretch of crazy water would gain 
for Bangor almost as much fame 
as did the white pine. 

But the news that a salmon had 
been taken on the fly in that 
frothy stretch of water led to the 
gradual development of one of 
‘the great sea salmon sport fish- 
eries in the world. 

The pine was soon gone. The 
bonanza was just a memory, but 
the river remained. More and 
more fishermen came to the pool, 
taking the hard-fighting silvered 


aristocrats on the fly. 
The salmon, from 10 to 30

Officials Seek 
Doped Player 
Rumor Source 


YPSILANTI, Mich., Oct. 31 
AAP) — Michigan State Normal 
College today sought to get to the 
bottom of “unfounded” rumors 
that injured football players were 
doped with novocaine and sent 
back into the game. 

The rumors, officials said, ap- 
parently got started following the 
Monday dismissal of Merrill 
Hershey as athletic trainer for the 
college’s teams. Hershey still 
is teaching physical education 
classes, however. 

“We want to know who started 
these rumors,” said J. H. McCul- 
loch, head of the physical educa- 
tion department. He is one of the 
officials who is investigating the 


case. 

Ralph Gilden, chairman of the 
board of athletic control, denied 
that novocaine had ever been 
“used “irregularly,” or except un- 
der a doctor’s supervision. He 
denounced the rumors as un- 
founded. 
'. “None of the players (so treat- 
éd) ever returned to a game,” he 
asserted. 

Novocaine is a drug generally 
used as a local anesthetic to 
deaden pain. Gilden explained 
that it also is used sometimes to 
loosen muscles preparatory to 
treatment. 

Hershey, who has refused com- 
ment on the rumors, was removed 
as trainer at the request of Head 
-Coach Ockerman who said that he 
‘was not performing training room 
duties properly. 

Gilden promised a continued 
‘investigation of the case, and E. 
-J-- Rynearson, athletic director, 
‘Said a report of any friction with- 
in’ the athletic staff would be 
‘sought.

of the most frequent 
points of disagreement be- 
tween parents and their teen- 
aged youth is that of the choice of 
friends. The tendency is for 
youth to seek more variety in 
their friends than most parents 
is wise. Probably most 
parents prefer that their young 
people date those with the same 
general background—national, re- 
ligious, and social—as their own, 


Some young people feel that . 


the tendency of parents to limit 
the friendships of their sons and 
daughters is “narrow-minded,” 
“prejudiced.” They may wish to 
be more democratic than their 
parents desire. The issue, as they 
see it, is the choice between doing 
what the parents prefer and run- 
ning the risk of being narrow- 
minded, or making friends with 
whom they will at the risk of 
their parents’ disfavor. 

In the last analysis, you must 
choose your own friends. Your 
parents cannot do. it for you. But 
you are wise when you listen to 
your parents’ preferences and 
take their points into considera- 
tion as you make your own de- 
cisions. 

You should try to avoid the im- 
pulse to rush into affairs just be- 
cause your parents disapprove. 
Sensible young people realize that 
doing something just to. ‘“‘show” 
someone else that thev can often 
leads straight to trouble. 

On the other hand, you may 
find it necessary at some time or 


‘other to take a stand for some 


principle on which you feel 
strongly. Issues of tolerance, de- 
moc .cy, brotherhooa, and fair 
play may seem more important 
to you than conforming ‘to some 
tradition. 

Wheh parents seriously object 
to a certain friend, it is wise to 
try to find out why.

2. The confidence the parents 
(especially the girl’s) have in the 
young people. (The more trust, 
the more leeway, generally.) 

3. The customs of the communi- 
ty. (Some communities frown 
upon late dating; others are more 
len’ont.) 

4. The nature of the date. (A 
movie date will be over much 
earlier than a prom.) 

5. The responsibility and sen- 
sibleness of the boy and the girl. 
(Irresponsible couples may im- 
pulsively stay out later than 
necessary.) 

6. Unexpected and unforeseen 
occurrences. (Accidents do hap- 
pen; sometimes the motor really 
won't start.) 

Some boys groan about girls 
who expect them to be out. all 
night when they have to work the 
next day and should be getting 
some sleep. Others complain that 
sometimes they must rush their 
dates home when a party has 
barely begun. 


Even more frequent is the un- 
certainty a boy faces in not know- 
ing what time a girl feels she 
should be home. This confusion 
can be avoided by either the girl 
or the boy taking the initiative 
for discussing the matter before 
they leave the girl’s house. 
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N general, girls do not have 

boys in their homes unless their 

parents are present. There are 
many good reasons for this: un- 
foreseen accidents, the neighbors’ 
talk, the boy’s attitude toward 
the girl who entertains him alone, 
and others. The same holds true 
of boys entertaining girls in their 
homes. It is not done unless one 
or more adults are to be present. 

Most parents allow their teen- 
age young people to use the car 
when they can trust them with 
it.

Fix It Yourself 


OR a furnace to operate as it 

should, a chimney should be 

at least two feet higher than 
the highest portion of the roof. 
If the chimney top is below the 
ridge of the roof there are going 
to be some interesting draft con- 
ditions which even the best of 
heating systems can’t cope with. 


Some chimneys are capped at 
the top and while a properly de- 
signed cap is effective under spe- 
cial conditions, a poorly designed 
one is something else again. 


A chimney should have a sep- 
arate flue for each piece of equip- 
ment connected into it. If you 
pipe a furnace and hot-water 
heater or fireplace into the same 
flue, one will kill the draft of the 
other and this isn’t good. 


Some chimneys are okay in 
themselves but cause trouble be- 
cause the stove pipe from the fur- 
nace or heater projects too far in- 
to the flue. The stove pipe should 
come flush with the edge of the 
flue so that the actual size of the 
flue at this point is no smaller 
than at any other. | 


Open chimney clean-out doors, 
or ones that don’t fit tight, are 
another cause of trouble. ‘These 
can easily be sealed tight with a 
little furnace cement.

ERHAPS you already know 
that some insurance policies 
on automobiles carry on extra 
fee if a teen-age youth drives the 
car. This is not a matter of 
prejudice, but of cold figures 
which say that the accident rate 
among teen-agers is higher than 


for adults. 


The family car in your care 
should not be lent to others. You 
are responsible for it and should 
not let it out of your control until 
it is safely home. Others may 
mean well, but if anything hap- 
pens when they have the car, 
there will be trouble for them, 
for you, and both sets of parents. 

Filling the car full of people 
beyond its normal capacity is one 
way of bringing disfavor upon 
yourself and further endangering 
your reputation as a trustworthy 
young person. Some places have 
legal restrictions on the number 
of persons to be carried. The 
danger is not only in the ham- 
pering of the driver’s vision and 
movement, but in diverting his 
attention from the driving of the 
car. 

Young people who find it easy 
to confide in their parents are 
fortunate. 

You will feel better if you can 
share confidences with your 
parents. You may try to con- 
vince yourself that you cannot 
tell them anything because they 
do not understand you. But by 
putting all the blame for it upon 
others, you will not satisfy the 
deep longings within yourself to 
be understood. Interaction in the 
family is a two-way process. Your 
parents will understand only 
what you share with them. They 
can be in on your life only as 
you let them in. 

Even in the most understand- 
ing family there will be some 
things that you will not want to 
talk about. It is not that your 


!parents would misunderstand or 


be shocked necessarily. It is just 
that some things are too personal 
to be shared. It is particularly 
true of young people growing up, 
learning to think and feel and 
be persons on their own. 

As you grow up, yours is the 
task of maintaining a satisfying 
and mutually comfortable rela- 
tionship with your parents at the 
same time that you wean your- 
self from them and seek your 
more mature self in relationships 
with others of your own age.

N no department of bidding is 
| there more variation of “style” 

among good players than in 
pre-emptive bidding. Thus, it is 
difficult for the partner to knew 
when he should and shouldn’t re- 
spond. Take the following case 
for example. 

485 
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The bidding: 

North East South 
3D Pass 3 NT 
Pass Pass 

It was tempting for South to 
take a shot at-three no-trump, 
but, without any diamond card of 
value, it would have been more 
logical—and certainly more dis- 
creet—to “let North alone.” (This 
criticism is, of course, based on 
the presumption that South knew 
that North’s three diamond open- 
ing did not announce a solid suit.) 

West, deciding to keep his clubs 
back of declarer’s probable king, 
opened the heart jack. Dummy 
played low, East signaled en- 
couragement with the eight, and 
South won with the king. 

Declarer now led his diamond 
nine and, when West played the 
queen, ducked in dummy as the 
best means of “maintaining com- 
munications.” Obviously, how- 
ever, with diamonds breaking -.as 
they did, South was helpless. 
West continued with the heart 
ten and dummy’s queen was neat- 
ly trapped. East then had the in- 
spiration to shift to the club jack, 
and when the defenders were 
through, they had collected the 
tidy penalty of 500 points! 

Again referring to the bidding 
—it is quite evident that closer 
understanding is required of part- 
ners in respect to shutout open- 
ings. One thing or the other is 
vital: that the responder must 
give great “leeway” for weakish 
suits and pass whenever in doubt; 
or that the opener himself should 
decline to play at three no-trump 
except with a solid suit. Five- 
trick sets, even undoubled, are 
not to be accepted lightly!

GREAT and distinguished

‘worth, Many are idle because 
of constant indecision, and oth- 


ers become frustrated and wor- 
ried, not knowing the purpose 
of life. , 

To the human eye, there are 
not many idlers, but as the 
Eye of Heaven looks down to 
earth it must be like to a vast 
marketplace wherein few labor. 
To the Divine, all such activity 
as the acquiring: 6i wealth, 
marrying and giving in mar- 
riage, buying and selling, study- 
ing and painting, are all means 
to the supreme and final end 
which is the saving of one’s 
soul. Every expenditure of hu- 
mane» strength which makes 
what is a means an end, which 
isolates living from the goal of 
living, is a busy idleness, a sad 
and mournful unreality.

DESPITE THIS NEW and 
harsh definition of idleness 
which Our Divine Lord £°-es, 
there is nevertheless much hcpe 
in the story, for some were 
hired at the eleventh hour, and 
they received jus’ as much as 
those who labored all the day. 
It is never too late for God’s 
grace. It is.a peculiar psychko- 
logical fact that those who turn 
to God late in life generally 
consider all their previous life 
wasted. St. Augustine reflect- 
ing on his wasted youth said: 
“Too late, O- ancient Beauty, 
haxe I loved Thee.” There are 
no hopeless cases; no life is too 
far spent to be recouped; no 
life-long idleness precludes a 
few minutes of useful work in 
the vineyard of the Lord even 
the last few hours of life, as 
was the case with the penitent 
thief. 

When the Lord gave every- 
one at the end of the day the 
same wages, 
borne the heat and burdens of 
the sun complained that those 
who came in at the el. venth 
hour received just as much, To 
which Our Divine Lord retort- 
ed: “Does your eye see evil be- 
cause I do good?”

EN ROUTE TO PARIS. 
HE other day I received a 
booklet from the Founda- 
tion for Economic Educa- 
tion called, “Morals and the 
Welfare State.” What struck 
me was the little notice at the 
bottom of-page 33, which states 
that the concepts of the wel- 
fare state in more detail but in 
condensed form are available 
as “The Communist Idea” 
series, which also may be ob- 
tained from the publisher of 
the above booklet. 

I would‘like readers to turn 
first -to. the appendix in this 
booklet and read what is said 
about the welfare state idea. 
Here is a quotation: “The wel- 
fare state is a name that has 
been substituted as a more ac- 
ceptable one for Communism- 
Socialism, wherever, as in the 
United States, these names are 
in general disrepute.”

I HAVE NO IDEA who backs 
this foundation, but it seems 
that much that appears in this 
pamphlet is dishonest in its 
thinking. 

In the first place, the mere 
tying together of Communism 
and Socialism is dishonest. 
They are quite different. 

We, in this country, happen 
to believe in enlightened cap- 
italism. We certainly cannot 
dictate to any other country 
which chooses to have an econ- 
omy that is either Socialist or 
Communist. 

It is the other things that 
make us unable to live in the 
same world with the type of 
Communism that exists at pres- 
ent in the Soviet Union. It is 
Russia’s theory of a world revo- 
Iution that they must promote 
and their underhanded infiltra- 
tion into other countries with 
their doctrines which we can- 
not tolerate. 

But to put the Communistic 


xdwel en what has been done 
in the United States to promote 
social welfare is not really hon-. 
est because it has nothing & 
do with what we object to, as a 
people, in Communism,

WE CAN. HAVE. opinions as 
to whether all the things that 
have been done and euphemisti- 
cally grouped together: under 
the name of “welfare state” are 
wise economic measures. Or we 
may question the effect on the 
character of the’ people when 
the “Government assumes cer- 
tain responsibilities in conjunc- 
tion with the people. Whichever. 
way you decide, however, does 
not make us Communist.or So- 
cialist. | ; 

We are a free people, arid 
what we choose to do should 
not be labeled rape. which 
it is not.

Hete is another quote: “The 
welfare state plan, viewed in 
full bloom of completeness, is 
one where the state prohibits 
the individual from having any 
right of choice in the conditions 
and place of his work; it takes 
ownership of the product of his 
labor; it prohibits private prop- 
erty. All these are done osten- 
sibly to help those whose rights 
have been taken: over by the 
welfare state.” 

This is nonsense. 
‘ This is a description of the 
present Communist state, but 
what we have in the United 
‘States has nothing to do with 
it. Our Federal Government has 
neither removed the rights of 
the individual as to choice of 
conditions and place of work, 
nor has it taken over the owner- 
ship of the product of his labor. 
There is complete right to pri-
